I am sure they were wax figures, for 
they never spoke 
or moved; 
they 
waited and waited— fo r anything. A 
big blackboard waited fo r war bul­ 
letins telegrams that never came. 
Then was lunch at a little coffee­ 
house in the Condamine by the har­ 
bour. 
Here I was siezed at once by 
the 
nervous 
atmosphere

At the next table was

a violent German accent.

her suspiciously, for at Nice Ger- 
man-bniting is the great sport of the 
hour. 
The soberest citizen ru-h suddenly

And at Nice we mistrust 
Monaco. 
We know that the Prince lias sent

seen 
the 
red 
proclamations on Monte Carlo walls 
ordering off the

we know he is a friend of the K aiser, 
a cousin of the Chief of the German 
Staff. 
We suspect him of tolerating 
spies. 
We murmur of annexation. 
So I watched my neighbor, and I 
saw she resented it.

Madame la Countesse. 
But that did 
not soothe her.

skilled 
workers. 
In 
some 
o f 
the 
gram m ar schools, courses in sh o rt­ 
hand, bookkeeping and mechanical 
industries such a s typesetting have 
been acceptably introduced fo r the 
benefit of those who are unable to 
continue through the high school. 
There are other innovations, how'- 
ever, that have materially lessened 
I the popularity o f the public schools 
and whose value is f a r less obvious. 
Indeed, some o f these are open to 
very grave objections. 
They lesson 
the sense o f responsibility on the 
part o f a parent at a time when le ad ­ 
ing thinkers everywhere are admit- 
, ting this failure on the part o f p a r ­ 
ents to be one of the chief, if not the 
principal cause o f the 
very 
evils 
complained of in our young. 
The attem pt to introduce sex hy­ 
giene affords an illustration o f what 
we have in mind. 
The nation-wide 
opposition to this and other recent 
innovations should not be ignored by

ous consideration.

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 30.— A great 
many of the people of Indiana do not 
know at this time, although the elec­

Ostensibly this proposed new state 
building is to be erected to serve as 
a memorial commemorating the cen­ 
tennial anniversary of Indiana's ad­ 
mittance to the union of states. 
That 
is the talking point of the advocates 
of this measure. 
It fs an appeal to a 
certain sentimental 
pride the state 
has in the observance of its one hun­ 
dredth birthday. 


Really this appropriation ask­ 
ed is to supply a building to ac­ 
commodate the overflow of of­ 
ficers, newly created and pros­ 
pective. 
It is to provide quart­ 
ers for the new sw a rm s of pub­ 
lic officers that each succeeding 
session of the legislature turns 
out. 
It is, in fact, to be an an ­ 
nex to the state house. 
Indiana's present state house was 
finished and made ready for occupancy 
in 1886. 
It cost the state $2,000,000. 
The architect devised the plans of the 
building on such a scale that it was 
believed then to be of sufficient size 
to supply office room for the state of­ 
ficers within the period of the struc­ 
ture's life, which should be at least 
seventy-five years. Yet here, a fter only 
twenty-eight years, it is found to be 
too small, such has been the tremend­ 
ous, almost appalling increase in the 
number of state officers. 
£o r: ny officers have been added 
to the list contemplated by the de­ 
signers of the state house that the cor- 
riders of the building, which were de­ 
vised for light and ventilation, have 
been partitioned off into new offices, 
to make room for the constantly grow­ 
ing number. 
And these all are crowd­ 
ed. 
A waggish newspaper, 1 think it 
was the Princeton Clarion, recently 
suggested that the congested condi­ 
tion of the offices of the auditor of 
state is such that appointments to the 
subordinate places have to be made 
from men and women with small feet, 
that in the pursuit of their duties these 
officers may not tread on one another's 
toes. 
Something of an air of mystery sur- 
fcowids this scheme of the politicians 
for a two-million-dollar appropriation 
for this state house annex. 
The bill 
which makes provision for a referen­ 
dum vote on this subject was not in­ 
troduced as a separate or an indepen­ 
dent measure, but was tacked on as a 
rider to the act for specific appropri­ 
ations. 
Therefore it is not easy to 
find it in the published acts of the 
legislature of 1913. 
Rut it is there, on 
page five hundred and twenty-six. 
It 
arranges for a referendum "Yes or No” 
vote, and provides 
for 
advertising, 
separate ballot boxes and 
the like. 
T his referendum vote will cost the 
state something like $25.000 or $30,- 
000. 
Probably it is an illegal proceed­ 
ing. 
That Is, there is no law author­ 
izing such a referendum vote. 
The 
bill is so drawn, however, that if a 
majority of those who vote on this 
particular measure vote in the affirm­ 
ative, even though hut a few thousands 
of the citizens vote, the appropriation 
will be held by its advocates to have 
carried 
Therefore it is imperative 
that those who are opposed to this 
appropriation should vote, and vote 
“No.” 
Seemingly the promoters 
of 
this 
plan for a two-mlllion-doliar appropri­ 
ation for an annex to the state house— 
the Democratic governor, the Demo 
cratic legislature that passed the bill 
and the Democratic state administra­ 
tion—hope to push the appropriation 
approval through by a gumshoe cam­ 
paign for it, a»» they have shown a dis­ 
position to avoid discussion of the sub­ 
ject. 
Governor 
Ralston, 
several 
months ago, did in a newspaper inter­ 
view speak in justification of the pro- | 
posed appropriation, but 
since that ; 
time he has been silent. 
In view of the facts that the Jegis- ; 
l&ture last year made a net increase in 
the tax levy for state purposes and ! 
that the state administration now is I 
borrowing money in sums of a half- 
million dollars at a time to pay the 
current running expenses of the state, 
the imposing erf this new burden upon 
the taxpayers at this time would be 
little short of criminal negligence of 
the interests of the great taxpaying 
population of Indiana, 
thing to 
do 
would be to 
cut out 
these scores of unnecessary and ex­ 
pensive state 
state officers recently 
created. 
Then the sta te house would 
be large enough to house the state 


officers. 
Suppose for the sake of Illustra tion 
we make a few figures referring to 
the cost to the individual counties ol 
tliis proposed etate house annex 
The j 
total of the taxable property of the j 
state under the recent appropriation j 
is $1,800,000,000, 1n round figures. 
To | 
obtain a revenue of $2,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 from ; 
this sum of taxable» would require a j 
levy in excess of eleven cents on the J 
$100. 
I use the eleven-cent figure for j 
the purpose of 
clearness, 
although j 
that 
would 
produce 
but 
$1,9 V'\0 0 0 
which is $20,000 short of the required j 
sum. 
Therefore each county, to sup­ 
ply the funds for this building, must 
submit to what would be equivalent 
to a levy of eleven cents on each $100 
of its tax valuation. 
Space forbids thd j 
tabulation of all the ninety-two cour- 
ties. but a few are given herewith: 
Knox county, with a tax valuation i 
of $26.400,000 would have to pay a j 
total sum for this building of $29,000. 
Vanderburg county, with $48.700.000, 
a total of $53,570. 
Allen county, wkh 
$61,000,000. a total of $67,000. 
Brown 
county, with $2,100,000. a total of $2,- 
300. 
Lake county, with $64,400,000. a 
total of $75,000. 
Jefferaon 
county, 
with $8,600.000, a total of $9,400. 
And 
so on. 
It will be easy for any taxpayer 
of a county not mentioned here to find 
how much his county will have to pay, 
by multiplying the total tax valuation 
of the county by eleven. 
Likewise he 
may ascertain by simple calculations 
the cost to his own county that other 
schemes for additional expense in gov­ 
ernmental matters will entail. 
The newspapers of Indiana should 
take up this subject and discuss it. 
that the people 
may 
be 
informed. 
Then, if they shall vote to appropriate 
this immense sum. after they have 
come to understand it, they will be 
doing so with their eyes open. 
Rut 
they are not likely to vote in the af­ 
firmative, if tbej know It is nothing 
but a movement by politicians to ob­ 
tain more room for more public offi­ 
cers. 
Tbev will vote ‘ No.”

KAISER'S ESTATE iS 
IN RUSSIAN’S HANDS 


Grounds at Rominten Form a 


Fine Camp. 


Petrograd. Oct 2.—If the kaiser re- 
occupies his hunting estate at Romin­ 
ten, Hast Prussia, lie doubtless will be 
shocked by the Russian names his par­ 
rots there recently have been taught 
by Russian soldiers occ *>ying the es­ 
tate. 
A letter received from a Russian 
officer now on the kaiser’s grounds at 
Rominten is as follows: 
“William’s estate is magnificently 
equipped, and we have everything at 
our disposal which we could wish. We 
are particularly enjoying delicious din­ 
ners prepared for us by his fine cooks. I 
His park swarms with rare animals! 
and birds. 
We are now teaching the* 
kaiser’s parrots the Russian language, I 
and they are learning to address their * 
imperial master with compliments I » 
should blush to repeat in company.” 
From wounded 
soldiers 
returning 
here from East Prussia further details 
of the occupation by the Russians of 
the kaiser’s grounds are being learned. 
Large quantities of stores were found 
on the estate and seized eagerly, say 
the returning soldiers. 
These stores were especially rich in 
rare wines and 
great supplies 
of 
canned goods. 
For tactical reasons, 
the soldiers say, it was necessary to 
fell all the trees in the magnificent 
park. 
Game, particularly varieties of 
deer that included many splendid elk, 
were killed to supply the Russian sol­ 
diers, and from the kaiser’s castle 
itself a great many objects of much 
value were boxed up and sent to Rus­ 
sia. 


Petrograd, Oct. 2. — Despite terrific 
aftemi ts on the part of the Germans 
to attempt the passage of the Nieman 
river in Russian Poland, the attempts 
so far have been consistently repulsed. 
The steady widening of the German 
battle line clearly indicates that the 
Germans are receiving reinforcements 
in considerable numbers. 
The last 
German effort was made with a battle 
line seventy-four miles long, or sti etch­ 
ing from the Russian Poland tewn of 
Simmo to Ossowiecz. 
Th<* cla % between the Russians and 
the Ct rr> u armies is at its height 
west of tl. ' Nieman. close to the Ger­ 
man frontier. 
The belief is held that 
there is little likelihood of any attempt 
by the Germans to try to descend on 
the Baltic coast, although German 
ships last w»*ek were showing a great 
deal of activity off the stretch of coast 
line between Windau and Memel—the 
only piece of Russian shore line that, 
offers a chance for German offensive j 
operations. 
Whether or not there | £ 
were German troops aboard the trans­ 
ports which sailed off with their es­ 
cort after taking soundings, is not 
known, 


R u ssia ’s Great Army. 
In addition to 1,000.000 Russians 
concentrated along the Nieman, an­ 
other 1,500,000 Russians are engaged 
in the 
Galicia campaign, and more 
than a million more are advancing 
from Warsaw, headed toward Silesia. 
It is said that an average of 10,000 
troops are reinforcing the Russian 
armies daily, thu^ proving that the 
Russian mobilization is being contin­ 
ued without interruption and that con­ 
tingents from the most remote Rus­ 
sian provinces are streaming toward 
the battle line in unbroken ranks. 
The operations near the East Prus­ 
sian frontier on the Russian Poland 
side are steadily increasing in fury. 
In the battle of Drusseniki two Ger­ 
man divisions were wiped out by the 
Russians. 
The great German siege guns are 
keeping up their bombardment of Oso- 
vetz with success. Minor engagements 
are reported from the neighborhood of 
Andteiewo. 
The Russian army which 
is approaching Cracow is said to be 
meeting with no resistance from the 
Austrians, who are retiring hastily in 
the direction of the River Vistula. 
The Russians are continuing their 
invasion of Hungary without being 
obliged to strike a blow. 
The civil 
population is following the retiring 
Austrians in vast numbers.
